Once again the Faster bells are ringing, and the Easter 
flowers breathing forth the message of the Resurrection. 
Master is the supreme affirmation of the Holy Catholic 
Church of her unswerving and abiding belief in the Divinity 
of JESUS Christ. For it it by the Resurrection of Christ 
from the dead that His claim to be God is substantiated and 
proven. From the time of the Apostles (as we read in the 
Book of Acts) the Catholic Church has offered the historical 
fact that JESUS Christ rose from the dead as the unanswer- 
able proof that He was true God as well as true Man. Be- 
cause they realized that if once this fact were shown to be not 
a fact, the whole claim of the Divine Founder of Christianity 
would be overthrown. the atheists and unbelievers of the 
world have tried in every way to impugn the fact of the Re- 
surrection and its unavoidable implications. But the fact stil! 
stands, as sure as any fact in History, for if we are to doubt 
the double testimony of the Bible and Catholic Tradition, in 
this matter, where is the human te*timony that we can trust? 
The clever explaining-away of the Resurrection by those who 
would, if they could, overthrow Christianity altogether, has 
never affected the Catholic Church in the slightest degree. 
But it has, unfortunately, left ita mark on non-Catholic 
thought, and there are those today, who profess and cal! them- 
selves Christians, whose belief in the Resurrection of Christ 
is hazy and uncertain and there are a few who openly declare 
they do not believe in it at all. Since the Resurrection is the 
supreme miracle, those whose unbelief is predicated upon the 
slogan “miracles cannot and do not happen,” must, perforce, 
reject it, and in rejecting it cast away all semblance of belief 
in the Godship of JESUS Christ. The criticism of the Bible, 
which in non-Catholic hands amounts to a surrender of any 
real belief in it, has gradually eaten away the foundations of 
Faith in the minds and heartsof many who still cling to a sort 
of sentimental regard for some few of the teachings of Christ 
which happen to appeal to them. For such the Easter joy 
must inevitably be tinged with the sadness of doubt, a wistful 
sadness which perhaps wishes it could still believe and so 
share the happiness of those who have kept the Faith. Never 
is the Catholic more happy than on Easter Day, no not even 
at Christmas, for in the intermingling of human joy at that 
holiday season its religious significance is more easily taken 
for granted. But Easter is a religious feast, pure and simple, 
and its joy is the joy of souls set free from sin, and 
the assurance of immortality in the firm and unshakable be 
lief, (firm and unshakable because founded on an incontro- 
vertible historical fact, and that a fact of the miraculous :
